L and then turned
the key on him for o private talk and
prayer with the prisoners. One day atter
talking Kindiy to o murderer with whoan
he was locked In the cell for a brief time,
he knelt and prayer for ‘him. While In
the act of praying with his eyes shul, the
murderer guletly drew an bon bar from
his ¢cot and ¢crushed the preacher's skull,
The telegruph spread the news .anid the
universsl verdict was that the murderor
ought to be hung

That put an end to the aghtation wgalnst
capital punishment in Australla,

The man was then tried for the murder
of the sreéeachor and was 1o be hangad
